GOOD ROADS 


Did for One Man. 


'A TJmontown man traveling one day this summer over the recently completed 


Stale Koad between Ligouicr a'hcl Bedford Springs stopped to call on a friend 
who owned a farm in the mountains of Somei-sef, county. During the conversation 
the farmer told him that lie had just refused an offer from a Pittsburg man of 
$70.00 an acre for his farm. Knowing that he had only asked $37.50 an acre for 
his place the summer bo fore, the Uniontown man asked him why he didn't sell. 
•'.Because,'' said the farmer, '• since the State Road has been completed I think I 
will be able to get .flOO for it." 


Good roads bring country people to town to buy goods, and city people to the 


country to buy farms. 


"But they cost too much whcu the State builds them" is the excuse-the "an- 


tis'! give for being against the fifty million dollar ("!ood Roads Bond issue. "Well, 
perhaps they do. Everyone knows that it costs Ihe State, County, or Borough 
more to do work ihan 'it docs a private individual. But even if good roads are 
expensive we want them anyhow, especially it' they don't cost US anything. The 
Slato has already improved halt' of the National Pike in Fayette count}-, yet it 
didn't i-osl you a cent. 


There is no good reason why everyone should not vote for the amendment to 


the Constitution authori'/.iug the State to issue fifty million dollars of bonds for 
the purpose of building good roads. The opposition seems to be largely political. 
Yon know the "outs," the fellows that are out of office, always think they must be 
against everything that the fellows in office arc in favor of. But in a great move- 
ment such as the building of good roads, party politics should be forgotten and 
everyone should put his shoulder to the wheel and push. 


Brother, don't be a clam ! Don't let them pull the wool over YOUR eyes. How 


do the givat railways of the country build their roads ? By issuing bonds. How 
docs the AVest Pcun Street Railway get the money to build their lines '? By issu- 
ing bonds. 
Llow do the Boroughs get the money to pave their streets ? By issu- 


ing bonds. 


Jt's the way every great enterprise is financed. It's the way for its to build 


our roads. 


Listen ! State taxes are raised almost entirely from the tax on the capital 


stock of corporations and from the tax on money at interest." Those taxes are 
fixed and have to be paid anyhow. Anything yon get back from the State in the 
way of good roads is just that much gained.
